Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant's amendment filed on January 5, 2004 has been received and entered in the 
case. 



Response to Arguments 
2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 36 - 40 from applicant's remarks, filed on January 5, 
2004, with respect to 1, 3 - 9, 21, 23 - 29, 61, 63, 66, 68, 71, 73, 91, 93, 96, 98, 101, 103, 106, 
108, 111,113,116 and 118 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. § 102 
rejections of claims 1,3-9, 21, 23 - 29, 61, 63, 66, 68, 71, 73, 91, 93, 96, 98, 101, 103, 106, 
108, 1 1 1, 1 13, 1 16 and 1 18 has been withdrawn. 

AppUcant specifically argues that Yamanaka does not anticipate the claims because 
Yamanaka has an insulating paste (71) between the first insulative housing portion (5) and 
semiconductor device (7). Therefore, the first insulative housing portion does not contact the 
semiconductor chip. Restated, applicant argues that the "contact" means a "direct contact".

3. Claims 1, 3 -9, 21, 23-29, 61, 63, 66, 68, 71, 73, 91, 93, 96, 98, 101, 103, 106, 108, 
111, 113, 116, 118 and 151 - 154 are allowed.

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, either singularly or in 
combination, at least the term "contact" is interpreted as meaning "direct contact" as argued by 
apphcant and because it is only reasonable interpretation that would distinguish the term from 
"cover".
